this morning in a very few minutes, 
going out. at 9 o’clock and returning 
the verdict at 9: 15. There was no op 
position to the verdict among 
the 
jurors themselves and no arg um e n t 
over the case took place, every one 
of the twelve men being of one mind 
and each of them being positive the 
aged physiiean was not guilty of the 
charge against him. Votes were tak­ 
en on murder, 
mansla ughter 
and 
abortion, and in each ease the verdict 
was not guilty and for absolute ac­ 
quittal. 
The verdict is extremely satisfac­ 
tory to the many friends of the doc­ 
tor here, and the establishment 
of 
his innocence is a proper and just 
verdict according 
to the 
evidence 
submitted at the trial, which lasted 
since last Monday. 
r on hearing

lishment of his innocence Dr. Green, 
who was in the co urt room with his 
son, Stacey Green,

such. 
If they doubt the truth of his 
testimony, it should be disregarded. 


Judge Heard explained that the 
indictment was a mere, accusation, 
and that if the state had not proven 
every material allegation in the in­ 
dictment 
beyond 
reasonable doubt, 
it was the duty of the jury to acquit 
the defendant. 


He told the jury that they must 
give the defendant 
full benefit of 
any doubt there might be in their 
minds as to his 
guilt. 
The defend­ 
ant's testimony on the stand should 
not be disregarded simply because 
he is the defendant, but 
should be 
treated 
fairly and impartially and 
as the testimony of any other wit- 
nee« . When the testimony of a wit­ 
ness had been impeached and it was 
proven that the statement« he made 
on the stand were at variance with 
statements m ade previously the jury 
must decide whether his testimony 
should be taken as true, and if they 
wished, they had a right to entirely 
disregard euch testimony.
